The door to the pens is opened and in 
rushes a bull. The animal as he entered | 
looked frightened. After advancing a few 
steps he stood still, and had apparently, no 
desire to attack any body oranything. It 
was only by wicked attacks on the anima! 
that he showed any ugliness. 

The bull hard!y gets into the ring 
before a steel barb is thrust into his 
shoulders with ribbons attached showing 
the breeder’s colors. The red cloak of the 
capeador is taunted toward him and the 
bull finally starts for him. The man waits 
until the animal! is almost upon him, then 
defily steps to one side and the bull! 
dashes past him, Advantage may always 
be taken of the fact that in charging, a 
bull lowers his head and shuts his eyes, 

The trompet sounds again and the pic- 
adores, or men armed with long lances 
enter on horseback, The horses are driven 
to such places as shall attract the bull's at- 
tention, and the poor beasts being blind- 
folded go willingly enough to their death. 
The bull charges and gores them at will, 
the rider meantime further exciting the bull 
by prodding him in the neck with the 
lance. This is the most horrid and dis- 
gusting part of the whole affair. The horse 
is frequently killed at the first attack, but 
sometimes will withstand a second or even 
a third charge. 

The bulls are fine animals and said to 
cost a large sum, but the horses are poor 
old plugs, fattened and given life for this 
occasion only. If they were young aud 
not blinded they would have a chance to 
avoid the danger ; but unconscious of their 
fate, with blinded eyes they are held in 
position with bridle aod spur to receive 
the onslaught of the maddened bull, while 
the rabble bowls with delight. Think of 
women looking on these sights and ap- 
plauding, and holding little children up.

problem I visited the pineapple district of 
the East coast and was very much im- 
pressed by what I saw there. The general 
air of success that prevailed was so in con- 
trast to the hardupness of the “ orange 


belt’ that my blood was fired and my 
mind made up to go into the business, 
The pineapple land and climate is 


limited to a very small portion of the state 
and consequently “‘comes high’? but for 
the man with a few thousand dollars I 
know of nothing in Florida, or anywhere 
else, that promises such sure and such 
large returns. 

The fancy varieties of pines which grow 
to weigh from four to twelve pounds each 
can be planted nine thousand to the acre 
and sell readily for from 25 cents to 75 
cents at a cost to raise of not over 2} cents 
each; and as each plant gives from four to 
eight suckers and slips which sell for from 
ten to twenty-five cents each, even by the 
thousand, the profit from an acre of pines 
can readily be seen, 

An acre of smooth Cayennes is expected 
to yield annually 


6,000 apples at 25 cents, $1,500 
18,000 plants at 25 cents, 4,500 
Total, $5,000 


And even if that is largely discounted it 
yields a handsome return. The labor is 
all hand work with a scuills hoe, and the 
plants are fertilized in their application of 
commercial fertilized at the rate of one 
ton per acre, 

Besides the fruit and suckers the fibre 
of the leaves is now being manufactured 
into rope and gives perfect satisfaction, a 
constant immersion in water not injuring 
it in the least and at a recent test in 
England of some fibre from Singapore, 
(India,) it bore a strain of 350 pounds, 
against 260 pounds of New Z:aland flax. 
A rope of pineapple fibre three and one- 
half inches in circumference stood a strain 
of 5700 pounds before breaking, 

In the Phillipine Island a beautiful 
fabric known as the ** Pina cloth” is made 
from the pineapple fibre, 

Asa remedy for coughs and colds, dys 
pepsia and diphtheria, the pineapple juice 
is becoming well known, and a man from 
Pennsylvania wrote to a grower here: 


“The value of the pineapple is not at 
present at all appreciated and as it becomes 
known the demand and price will increase. 
If I could get a quantity of the fruit at 
this time I could pay a good price for it, 
for I have a way of putting it up as a cough 
and cold and dyspepsia remedy, and also as 
the most deliclous table syrup one ever 
tasted, so that I could sell quantities and 
would pay handsomely for a 
the fruit.” 

The writer of the above has since 
organized a company and work has now 
commenced on a ten acre pinery, for 
which the man who received the letter has 
the contract to supply the plants.

The United States has some 70,000,000 
population and it has been stated that not 
one-half has ever tasted the pineapple. 

The demand for the fruit has become so 
great within the past few years that over 
$400,000 worth of the imported was sold 
in the United States last season, most of 
which was the common Red Spanish pine 
weighing from one to three pounds and 
full of core and woody fibre, not in the 
least to be compared with the Florida fruit; 
yet it brought prices that would be 
profitable to the home grower, 

So many northerners have such a erro- 
neous idea of our summer heat that they 
hesitate about coming here, but to those I 
1 will simply say ‘‘ Look up the records.’’ 
Heat prostrations are unknown here, and 
one’s whiskers can always be tossed by re- 
freshing breezes, 

The elimate and outdoor exercise to be 
had here all the year round will do more 
for one suffering with weak lungs or 
catarrbal trouble than all the doctors and 
medicine in the universe. I've seen people 
brought here on mattresses to die, and in 
most cases they are today doing more 
work than I can, and I've never been sick 
in bed a day in my life that I can remem- 
ber.

As itis, this road is 
narrow, ill kept, either stiflingly dusty or 
wollowing in mud. This is Quincy’s only 
seashore drive. 

The location for a sea bound boulevard 
for the people of this city could hardly be 
improved upon. For four miles it passes 
through a gently undulating country, 
skirted by one of the most beautiful of 
cemeteries and also one of the finest kept 
farms in the state as well as a long 
stretch of water front. 

Bat Quincy, unlike Milton, Brookline, 
and the Newtons, although a city of 
magnificent views and charming locations 
fow drives, has persistently failed to 
improve the gifts which nature has 
bestowed upon her with a lavish hand. 
Milton, and the other communities named, 
have, with statesmanship forethought, 
seeb that their prosperity depended almost 
wholly upon good roads. How they have 
carried these projects through and become, 
in proportion to the number of inhabitants, 
the richest communities in the state, is 
current history. Quincy, upon the other 
hand, has pursued a diametrically oppposite 
policy. The difference in the two policies 
is so marked that comment and comparison 
are unpecessary. 

Sea street, to Houghs Neck, is travelled 
by bundreds of people daily during the 
season. At its terminus is the second 
largest yacht club on the Massachusetts 
coast. The inhabitants of the place pay 
into the city treasury annually a large tax. 

The expense of this proposed improve- 
ment would not be prohibitory. If it is 
found inexpedient to reconstract all of this 
road in one year, that section between the 
Mount Wollaston cemetery and Mosquito 
bridge, which is the worst part of the 
drive, could receive the first attention, 

The residents of Hougbs Neck do not 
demand anything from the city, but they 
do ask thatthe council, as a matter of 
justice, grant them at least one improve- 
ment, one which not only themselves, but 
tke entire city is interested, One which 
benefits equally the rich man with his 
carriage and the man with his wheel, in 
other words make Sea street the peoples’ 
boulevard. 


Progress on Sewer. 


Work on the brick sewer has begun in 
earnest and from now on work will be 
rapidly pushed forward until, at least 
section one has been completed. At 
present the contractors are at work in three 
different places, 

At Merry Monat park work was com- 
menced at the road, or south entrance, to 
the park and is being worked backward 
toward the pumping station. Something 
like twenty-four men are at work at this 
point and the foreman in charge claims 
that they are now bailding about thirty-two 
feet per day of the 30 by di inch sewer. The 
digging here is quite easy, as it is soft 
marshy land, although the pumps are at 
work most of the time keeping the trench 
clear of water. When the trench has 
reached the proper depth, which at this 
point is thirteen feet below th: surface, a 
draip is laid to carry off the water. On 
this a foundation of cement and gravel 
is made and then the brick sewer which is 
egg shaped. 

Besides work at this point, the contrac- 
tors have commenced work tunnelling 
under Greenleaf street; and on Newcomb 
street extension a trench some fifty feet in 
length has been started and has reached 
quite a depth, Here also it is necessary to 
keep the pumps in operation to keep the 
trench clear, No brick has been laid at 
this point as yet. 

At the pumping station work is also in 
progress, The location of this station is in 
a marsh, and digging for the foundation is 
therefore slow work, The foundation 
must be placed very deep to prevent it 
sinking. Here alsoa steam pump it kept 
working night and day. 

Much of the force main, which is being 
laid by day labor, is already under ground, 
aud the men are now at work laying the 
pipe on Hancock street, between Beach 
street and Wollaston avenue.

Congressman Barrows returned to Boston 
last week, en route for Europe to represent 
the United States on the International 
Prison Comwission and also on the Inter- 
pational Arbitration Conference.

As I am aiming simply to fulfil the 
wishes of the majority in this matter, I 
cannot do otherwise, it seems to me, than 
be guided by clear aud decisive indications. 

I have waited reasonably long for the 
appearance of any third candidate who 
might unite both sections with 
tested noanimity. But no such candidate 
has appeared. 

Unless, therefore, something unforeseen 
occurs to radically change the facts 
which my decision is based, I shall un- | 
doubtedly endorse the candidacy of Mr. 
Hammond when the proper time comes.

““We spent avery happy two weeks,” 
writes amotber, ‘It was the first holiday 
I bave had for eleven years. I feel like a 
new person altogether and the children 
have a different appearance, They had 
such a dreadful good time every minute 
they were there.” The adjective may 
provoke a smile, but the sincerity of tie 
pleasure who can doubt? It is worth 
something to have madeso much happiness 
available forthe first time in life to this 
mother and her little children. 

Rosemary isa homelike place, managed 
with a motherly tact and understanding 
which wio the hearts of the children. 
** We are all in the country except papa,” 
writes a little girl. ‘This place is so 
beautiful that wamma calls it heaven on 
earth, with great big hills. The hotel we 
live in is ona big hill, and it has lovely 
rooms. We love it very much.” 

“*My sister and I are getting rosy cheeks,”’ 
writes a girl of eleven. ‘* We have good 
times in the grass and swings; and we 
getall the cow’s milk we want to drink, 
and plenty toeat. The matron is a lovely 
lady. She reads us stories and sings with 
us, Two weeks have gone so fast we wish 
it was just at the beginning.”

Household Receipts. 


STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE. A _ very 
convenient way of making strawberry 
shortcake is to roll the dough out rather 
thin, say about an eighth of an inch, and, 
cutting the piece in two, spread one-half 
with butter, then, placing the other half on 
top of it, cut it out witk a biscuit-cutter, 
and whea baked it will come apart easily, 
Place crushed and sweetened berries be- 
tween them, and serve cream with them. 
The above receipe can be used for any | 
fruits—-aspberries, pineapple (zrated), 
peaches, etc, 


Cuerry JELLY. Soak a box of gela- 
tine in a pint and a half of water ; add the 
juice of four lemons, half a pound of sugar, 
and the whites of two eggs beaten ina 
little water ; stir over the fire till it boils ; 
pass through a jelly bag until clear, then 
add halfa glass of noyau, a few drops of 
essence of almonds and color with a few 
drops of cochinea! ; pour in a mould. 


Cuerry Cake. Beat four eggs, and

EoiLep SALMON. Wipe over carefully 
atwo pound cut of salmon, tie in a piece 
of cheese cloth, and cook at alow tem- 
perature for about thirty minutes in hot 
water to which has been added a table- 
spoonful of salt and a tablespoooful of 
vinegar or lemon juice. Sat the fish on a 
trivet so that it will not touch the bottom 
of the kettle. Remove from the cloth, 
drain, remove the skin and serve on a 
napkin, with the usual white sauce. 
Garnish with parsley and sliced lemon. 
Mashed potato, green peas and cucumbers 
are all suitable to serve with it. 


S:one the cherries 
and lay them ina buttered pie dish, with 
sugar, grated lemon rind, and a dash of 
brandy, put the dish in the oven, and when 
the fruitis quite tender take it out and 
have ready a meringue made with the 
whites of six eggs beaten toa stiff froth, 
and add by degrees half a pound of castor 
sugar.

The Fourth. 


Asa whole, Saturday night, the night 
before the Fourth, was quiet. During tbe 
early evening, or rather from dark until 
midnight, the boys were permitted to 
make all the noise they wanted to, but 
after midnight, the orders issued by Chief 
Hayden were to keep them quiet and 
arrest anyone disturbing the peace. 

Besides the regular patrolmen, Chief 
Hayden had on a large number of specials, 
the total force under pay of the city being 
75 men. Besides these there were many 
others hired by private parties to guard 
property. At the quarries, where trouble 
and fires usually happens, there was au 
unusual number of police and watchmen, 
and for once, the night before the Fourth 
passed without a fire alarm from that 
section, and in fact there was no bell 
alarm fr¢m any quarter during the night. 

Chief Williams had his department 
ready in case of a call, but none came, 

During the evening Brown's Brigade 
band was engaged by the street railway 
and they gave an excellent concert in front 
of the First church which was enjoyed by 
thousands, and the baud received many 
cowplimeuts for their fie music, 

Daring the coucert tbere was the usual 
amount of red fire burned and cauon 
crackers exploded, but no one was hurt 
and no arrests were made uatil after mid 
night. 

As an aid to the police, Chief Hayden 
had a“ burry-up wagou’’ which was kept 
in Hayden's stable with horse all harnessed 
and driver Faircloth ready to respond 
This wagon came in use shortly before 
ove o'clock, 

At that time four men in an open wagon, 
who claimed to bail from Braintree, drove 
out from Boston. Io the wagon was a 
quantity of fre crackers and fire water. 
As they drove through City Square they 
made considerable noise, as well as to 
make faces at Officer Barry and threw 
some uncomplimentary remarks at the 
Quincy police force iv gereral. 

Then it was thatthe burry up wagon was 
brought into service, With Iluspector 
McKay, Officers Barry and George McKay 
havgivg on to the sides, driver Faircloth 
whipped up his horse and started in pur- 
suit, The partly was overtaken near the 
Central fire station and brought back to 
the police station and locked up, A little 
later they were bailed ont and they then 
completed their journey to Braintree ina 
more orderly manuer. 

Besides these four men, two more were 
arrested as they arrived on the late Boston 
train, and this comprised the arrests of 
Saturday night. 

Police Work Sunday. 

Sunday tke hurry-up wagon was called 
out several times and did good service. 
Word was received at the police station 
that a lot of toughs from Brockton were 
having a free fight in Mosquito woods, and 
a squad of blue coats weat down. The 
Brockton gang had disappeared, however, 
when they arrived; but they found another 
gavg of men and women and one of the 
men was showing the party bow well he 
could swim, without a bathing suit or any 
clothing for that matter. He was arrested 
and locked up. 

A little later a man came to the station 
badly used up and said the Colligan gang 
bad assaulted him near Merry Mount park. 
A warrant was issued and the burrry-up 
wagon went down and brought back one of 
the alleged assaulters. 

About 5 o'clock a warrant was sworn oul 
against George White and his wife who 
were said to be diunk at their home on 
Water street. 

Again the hurry up wagon was called 
out and bere the officer found a disgusting 
sight. They found both White and his 
wife as drunk as lords. Both had cuts over 
the eyes, the blood from which bad run 
down their faces and bad become clotted 
in their hair; to which was added a plen- 
tiful supply of dirt making them look 
filthy. Both were laying in a helpless 
condition upon a bed in a perfectly nude 
condition while near by was a hal! barrel 
of beer about half empty. 

The officers succeeded in getting a sem- 
blance of clothing upon them when they 
together with the beer were loaded into the 
team and given a ride to the police station 
where the officers were not slow in washing 
tbe filth from their hands and the prison- 
ers were placed in cells, This was one of 
the worst cases the police have ever been 
called upon to handle. 

Sunday night another large force of 
officers were on duty and everything was 
quiet until after midnight, when the boys 
made all the noise they desired, and there 
was considerable of it in different parts of 
the city. Bon fires were numerous, but 
outside of the illuminations no damage 
was done. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock a small building 
in the rear of Gustafson’s store on Water 
street was set on fire and an alarm was 
sent in at 1.10 from Box 39. The fire was 
however extinguished before the depart- 
ment arrived and a rcall was promptly 
sounded. 

No arrests were made Sanday night.

Advice to Students. 


Prof. Shaler, in addressing the members 
of the summer seboo! last night in Seaver 
hall, Boston, was in bis happiest mood, 
and those who heard him carried away 
suggestions full of value for their forth- 
coming studies. He spoke without special 
preparation, yet managed to talk for three- 
quarters of an hour out of the fulness of 
bis knowledge. His remarks, delivered in 
aconversational way, were intended to 
help the students to make the most of their 
opportunities during the period of their 
attendance at the summer school. 

Beginning with first principles, he laid 
emphasis on the extent to which, even io 
the animal world, intelligence had been 
developed by the constant adaptation of 
mind to the opportunities afforded by 
environment, and went on to show how 
much of success or failure in human life 
depended upon the wise use upon a higher 
plane of the same process of adaptation. 
Then the professor gave some concrete 
examples. He urged upon his hearers the 
advantage which would come to them from 
a study of the institution of learning where 
they were gathered. He reminded them 
that Harvard University was a type of New 
England life, and represented more of the 
Puritan inheritance than any other of our 
institutions. Next, they could study with 
no less profit the town of Cambridge, with 
its perfect governing system. The Salem 
and Plymouth settlements ought also to 
be studied, with Providence as well—all 
cbaracteristic New England towns, 

Tarning to the study of nature, the 
speaker pointed to the interesting objects 
which were offered by the splendid shore 
line within easy reach of the students. 
He mentioned the Ipswich country, with 
its lenticular hills or drumlins, and the 
country about Essex, where the phe- 
nomenon of marching sand dunes could be 
seen, and Cape Ann, with its rocky coast, 
its splendid quarries, its dykes and glacial! 
moraines. The old poits, such as Salem, 
all due to changes wrought during the 
glacial period, should also, he said, be 
visited, as well as the best managed 
quarries of the world at Quincy,

The Wollaston Danger. 


The Railroad Commissioners visited 
Wollaston at the request of Mr. Charles R. 
Sberman last week Friday. General Super- 
lntendent Allen and Superintendent 
French were also in the party. The visit of 
the commissioners, who were headed by 
the chairman, the Hon. Joho E. Sanford, 
practically took the form of a hearing for 
the purpose of gaining information rela- 
tive to the better protection of the public 
from trains rushing from beneath the 
Beale street bridge. Owing to its proxim- 
ity to the Wollaston station this structure, 
or rather the miniature tunnel which it 
forms, bas been for years a menace to the 
people who cross the tracks. 

The only deduction which could be 
formed from the testimony offered was 
that the tracks at this point were used to 
such an extent by people other than those 
who do so for the purpose of boarding a 
train that the place was practically a grade 
crossing. 

The problem presented was ‘* How shall 
the danger be eliminated ?"’ 

It was proposed by some that a fence be 
built between the two tracks, thus com- 
pelling everybody to go over the Beale 
street bridge. This was deemed impracti 
cable as it would be a grevious injustice to 
compel the residents of the Plains to 
climb up the hill and over the bridge every 
time they wished to take an inward train. 
It was suggested, however, that this 
difficulty could be overcome by extending 
Brook street beneath the tracks to Wood 
bine street, 

Avother plaa proposed was that the 
railroad build a tunnel beneath the tracks, 
similar to the ones at Montello and Brock- 
ton. Those are made of white glazed brick 
and cost about $9,000 each. 

The most feasible chanze suggested was a 
very pertinent one, It was that the railroad 
instead of employing young boys hardly 
over sixteen years old as assistants to the 
station agent, put on an intelligent, able 
bodied man and let him devote the larger 
part of his time warning people who at 
tempted to cross in front of moving trains. 

Among those who took partiu the dis- 
cussion besides Mr. Sherman were Cow- 
missioner Kaowlton, Mr. George F. Pink- 
bam, Mr. H. T. Whitman and Mr. W. H. 
Brasee.

Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
Boston, July 7, 1897. 
Editors Quincy Daily Ledger: 

Replying to your inquiry of July 34, I 
would say that the Board has reached no 
decision as to securing safety at the station 
of the New Haven road. The manage- 
ment of the railroad has proposed certain 
measures by way of experiment Lo see if 
the necessary security could not be so 
provided. 

The proposition is to erect a fence on the 
line of the railroad location on the south 
side, enclosing the location on that side, 
and to place steps at the north end of the 
bridge down to the platform of the station. 
If this does not accomplish the purpose 
intended, the railroad management will 
remove the fence and take such other 
steps as this Board may recommend,

foot-way beneath the tracks, at say the end 
of Brook street or some other convenient 
locality. A more inconvevient safeguard 
than this projected fence could not be 
devised, taking into consideration the 
environments of the station, the business 
section and the post office. It should not 
be built so as to compel passengers to climb 
up the steep Beale street bridge hill for 
both outward and inward trains. The city 
should act in this matter if necessary.

The Gale in Quincy. 


The gale which terminated on Wednes- 
day afternoon was the worst summer storm, 
so far as the velocity of the wind goes aud 
its genera! destructiveness, that we have 
had for years. 

In Quincy at 9.30 Wednesday morning 
the wind attained a maximum velocity of 
60 miles an hour. At the Blue Hill 
Observatory the highest velocity attained 


was at the rate of 92 milesan hour. This 
gust lasted but a few moments. 
Large trees were destroyed. On the 


place owned by Mr. John H. Roberts at 
Wollaston a huge elm tree was split open. 
Newport avenue, Wollaston, near the 
freight depot, was blocked by a large 
branch of a maple tree which broke off and 
fell across the street. 

At the Mount Wollaston cemetery several 
trees were broken short off. 

In other parts of the city the destruc- 
tiveness of the storm was felt, especially 
among the fruit trees and crops. 

But little damage was done to the yacht- 
ing in the bay as the wind was off shore. 
The tender to the yacht Vexer broke away 
from the Quincy Yacht club's float on 
Monday night and drifted out the East gut. 
It was picked up by John Eagan of the 
Engineer Corps of Fort Warren, and 
returned to the owner.

Birds Protested. 


It is now against the law to use birds’ 
bodies or feathers in willinery, and Massa 
chusetts milliners and dealers in birds will 
receive at once from the office of Chief 
Wade of the state police a circular con- 
taining a copy of the act passed by the 
last state legislature. 

Chief Wade says that the law is a good 
one, and will undoubtedly have a good 
effect. He will prosecute its enforcement 
with his usual good judgment, and, be- 
sides the circulars which have been sent 
outas above stated, the members of the 
state police in all sections of Massachu- 
self have also had the text of the law 
called to their attention, 

‘The new law is chapter 524, acts of 1897, 
and reads as follows: ‘‘ Whoever has in 
bis possession the body or feathers of any 
bird whose taking or killing is prohibited 
by section 4 of chapter 276 of the acts of 
the year 1896, or wears such feathers for 
the purpose of dress or ornawent, shall be 
punished as provided in said section; pro- 
vided that this act shall not be construed 
to prohibit persons having the certificate 
provided for in said section, from taking 
or killing such birds; and provided further, 
that this act shall not apply to natural 
history associations or to the proprietors 
of museums, or other collections for scien- 
tific purposes.” 

The penality provided under the law of 
1896 is a fine of $10. 

Senator Roe of Worcester is the father 
of this new law and Senator Hoar is said 
to have written the petition under which 
the original bill was drawn. 

The petition which was addressed to the 
great and general court of Massachusetts 
was unique and read as follows: 

‘We, the song birds of Massachusetts 
and their playfellows,’’ reads the docu- 
ment, ‘‘make this, our humble petition. 
We know more about you than you think 
we do, We know how good youare. We 
have hopped on your roofs and looked in 
at the windows of the houses you have 
built for poor and sick and hungry people, 
and little lame and deaf and blind children. 
Every year we fly a great way over the 
country, keeping all the time where the 
sun is bright and warm. Aud we know 
that whenever you do anything the other 
people all over this great land between 
the seas and the great lakes find it out, 
and pretty soon will try to do the same. 
We know. We know.” 


Monday’s Fire. 


The fire at the tailoring establishment of 
William Parsons, at 114 Hancock street, on 
Monday afternoon was caused by a gasoline 
stove which was located in a closet annex 
built upon the piszza. Mr. Parsons raised 
a cover over the stove and the flames burst 
forih, burning him some, and quickly 
setting fire to the building. The fire spread 
rapidly, but as the hose carriage from the 
central station arrived within two minutes 
after the alarm from Box 23 it needed only 
ope stream to drench itin short order. 
Hose 2 from Wollaston and Hose 4 from 
Quincy Point were promptly on the scene, 
Wollaston being abead. The loss was 
mostly to the building and is estimated at 
$40 by Chief Williams.

Shipwrecked, 


Seven yachts of the Wollaston Yacht 
Club took about seventy members| 
and guests of the club for a moon- 
light sail and acallon the Quincy Yacht 
Club on Monday evening. At the Quincy} 
Yacht Club’s house they were graciously 
received and tendered the courtesies of the | 
place by Secretary Whiting and Mr. | 
Obarles F. Colby. The squadron consisted 
of the steam yacht Winona, Captain 
Gardner with Vice Commodore Barstow 
on board; the Magnolia, Rear Commodore 
Hardy; the Premier, Captain Hayden; the 
White Wings, Captain S. B. Wiley, Jr.;| 
the Thelma, Captain Merrill; aud the 
Clara Lou, Captain Coombs. The White 
Wings was the first yacht of the squadron 
to arrive at the club float and when home- 
ward bound capsized. 

Much anxiety was felt at Wollaston 
Tuesday over the nor-appearance of the} 
yacht White Wings. She was in com- | 
mand of Capt. Stephen B. Wiley, Jr, an 
experienced skipper, with Mr. George H. 
Murray as mate. When she left the 
Quincy Yacht club’s float at 10 o’clock she 
carried two reefs. The wind was blowing 
trong from the south-west at the time. 

Tuesday the men were discovered on 
Hangman’s Island and were brought home | 
on the tug Fanny in the evening. They 
owed their rescue to a yellow dog. 

The story in brief is as follows: At 
exactly 10 o'clock the White Wings, jib} 
and mainsail rigged, put out from the 
Quincy Yacht club's wharf for Wollaston 
under a two-reefed mainsail, with a heavy 
southwest gale pushing her rapidly to- | 
wards ber destination, Capt. Wiley an old 
and experienced Cape Cod skipper, was at 
the helm, and Mr. Murray run the sheet. 
The west gut was passed in safety, under} 
the lee of Great Hill and Nut island. 


All went well in the run across Quincy 
bay until they were about midway be- | 
tween Rufe’s Hummock and Hangman’s | 
island when a tlaw of wiud struck the! 
and careened the boat. The skip-| 
per cast cff the main sheet and threw the 
belm hard down, but unfortunately the jib 
skeet had been made fast and could not be 
cast off. The boat refused to mind her | 
helm, Ino a twinkling she was on her 
beam and her mast and sail lay in the 
water, Capt. Wiley aud Mr, Murray scram- 
bled over on her side. 

At this time the wind bad increased to a 
hurricane, The spray and water were 
driven into the yachtsmen’s faces as they 
hung there, hour after hour, awa‘tin

The accident cecurred at about half past 


ten o'clock. It seemed to the men as if} 


hope was about gone, when early in the 


morning, some time near two o’cloch,! 
Capt. Wiley, who had been calling } 
“Help! Help!" 


in a stentorian voice, aroused a little 
yellow dog on Hangman’s island. This 
doz was a good watch dog. He had a 
powerful bark and for a few minutes made 
the air around Hangman's resound with 
his yelping. 

His master, the fishtrman who leases 
and lives on the island, was aroused, and 
appearing at the door of his cabin, heard 
the cry of ** Help! help! ’’ come across the 
water witha mefilid sound. He dressed 
and went to the edge of the island, and} 
located the direction from whence it came. | 
It was then butafew minutes’ work for 
him to get his dory launched and slart to 
the rescue, 

The moon now and then shown through 
a rift in the clouds, giving him a chance to 
locate the shipwrecked men, who were then 
drifting towards Quarantine rocks. He 
soon had them aboard of bis dory and, 
after dropping the White Wings’ anchor 
so tbat she would not drift out 
landed them on his

for them, 

At daylight Mr. Wiley and the fisher- 
man, leaving Mr, Murray on the island, 
started for the White Wings, with the in- 
tention of towing her to Hangman’s and 
righting her. They reached the

gale continued to blow with unabated fury. 

Instead of towing the yacht to Hangman’s | 
as they ccntemplated, they found that the | 
wind and head seas were so heavy that 

they could not even row back to the island 

themselves. All day long they hung to 

the wreck, having made their dory fast to} 
her. Mr. Murray kept his lonely vigil on | 
the island with the yellow dog, anxiously 

watching the storm tossed mariners and 

also for hetp. 

At about noon the tug Leader passed up} 
the bay witha tow. Signals were made 
and she bore down to the dory. Capt. 
Wiley requested that he be reported ‘ All 
well,’’ and that the skipper telephone home 
to his people, which he did. 

In the meantime the Wiley and Murray 
families and the Quincy and Wollaston 
Yacht clubs had not been idle, The bay 
had been scoured from one end to the 
other for traces of the missing men. The 
Premier crew of the Wollaston Yacht club 
picked up the White Wings’ gig on Long 
island. 

Mr. Benjamin Wiley, brother of Capt. 
Wiley, chartered the tug Fanny and started 
down the bay. It was not long before the} 
dory with the two men aboard was sighted | 
and a rescue effected and Mr. Murray was 
taken off Hangman’s, The Fanny made 
fast to the yacht aud after righting her 
towed her with the rescue party up to 
Lelois’ yard. 

Mr. E. A. Hayden deserves great credit 
for his gallant attemptto find Mr. Wiley 
and Mr. Murray. Mr. Hayden with six 
others cruised the bay for seven hours in 


the gale Tuesday in the vain hope of 
finding them.

The posts can be 
prepared for less than two cents apiece, 
This is the recipe: Take boiled linseed oi) 


and stirin pulverized coal to the consis- 
tency of paint. Put a coat of this over 
the timber, and there is not a man that 
will live to see it rot.

Summer Vegetable Salads. 

Vegetable salads are delicious when one 
needs something piquant to prick the appe 
tite, writes Elisabeth Robinson Scovil in 
the Ladies’ Home Journal. They can be 
made of tomato, celery, green string beans, 
dandelion, cauliflower, potato, cacumber, 
asparagus and cabbage, besides the ever 
popular lettuce, 

Cold potatoes cut in dice and laid on a 
bed of lettuce can be covered with cream 
dressing. 

Dandelion salad is made of the young 
leaves of the plant, thoroughly washed, 
soaked in cold water for an hour, shaken 
dry and saturated with French dressing, 

Lettuce should be put in cold water to] 
make it crisp, and shaken dry ina napkin | 
before being dressed. | 

Green beans are cooked, cut in two-inch 
pieces, laid on a bed of lettuce and covered 
with French dressing. 

Asparagus is boiled, the tough part of 
the stalks removed, the remainder cut in 
short lengths and covered with mayonnaise. 

Cauliflower is separated into sprigs, the 
tender part of the stalk and | 
covered with mayonnaise. It must not be 
boiled too long or it becomes dark.

with boiled dressing. | 

Cucumbers are thinly sliced, soaked in | 
ice water and then in French dressing.

More Protection Than Wanted, 


The result of the recent visit of the Rail- 
road Commissioners to Wollaston is far 
from pleasing to the people of Wollaston, 
for the railroad has acted promptly, and in 
place of a pretty view, the business houses 
on Newport avenue, now see staring them 
in the face, a six-foot board fence. 

The fence, which extends from Beale 
street bridge to near Brook street, is built 
along the edge of the sidewalk at the west 
side of the tracks, making it impossible for 
people from the Newport avenue side to 
reach the trains except by climbing, or 
going around the northerly end of the 
fence, or passing over Beale street bridge. 
It will be sport for a while watching people 
sprinting for the trains. 

That the people in general are indignant 
is expressing it mildly, and they are pro- 
voked with those who wanted protection. 

The storekeepers on Newport avenue are 
damaged as much as railroad patrons are 
inconvenienced, but they seem to think 
that they will have to accept it and try to 
look pleasant, for they think that things 
have gone so far now that it would do no 
good to kick. The only relief they can get 
is to have Brook street extended under the 
tracks, and this will again be brought to 
the notice of the City Council at an early 
date, 

When the Commissioners visited Wol- 
laston they did not favor the building of a 
fence between the two tracks, and the rail- 
road objected to the building of a subway 
under the tracks, As it was protection the 
people wanted, the railroad evidently think 
the course adopted the only way to give it.

The Bird Law. 


The millinery people in Quincy do not 
take kindly tothe new bird and feather 
law for it does not give them time to dis- 
pose of what stock they have on hand. 
They are liable to be taken into court at 
any time for having birds and feathers in 
their possession. 

Aftera while they think that the law 
will become a farce for several reasons, In 
the first place, the law is only for Massa- 
chmsetts, and ladies of other states can 
wear birds, feathers, etc., outside of Masaa- 
chusetts. Should a lady from New York 
with bird trimmings on her headgear visit 
this state she immediately places herself 
liable to arrest. 

Aside from this there are many manu- 
factured feathers and wings and many can 
not tell the real from the artificial article; 
certainly not without a close inspection, 
and it witl be somewhat embarassing to a 
lady to be held up on the street by some 
man and asked to submit her hat for in- 
spection. 

However, the local mi'linery establish- 
ments are disposed to live up to the law, 
and as birds and feathers are probibited 
some other ornament will probably be 
brought forward to replace them, which if 
more expensive may get back on the men.

New ¥. M. C. A. Quarters. 


If any of the members of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association who have 
taken pride in its progress felt that a back- 
ward step was about to be taken when they 
read that the association had leased the 
old court building, they will do well to 
reserve their decision until the new quar- 
ters are completed, when they will learn 
that the management, while regretting that 
the pleasant quarters on Washington 
street had to be abandoned, has taken a 
step which, in reality, marks a forward 
move, which enables them to increase the 
privileges of membership, and gives them 
advantages which comparatively few Assc- 
ciations can give. 

The more central location was not the 
only thing the committtee had in mind 
whea it found that the present rooms must 
be vacated. Many people are not aware 
that back of the court building and adjoin- 
ing the old burying ground is a large lot be- 
longing to Mr. John W. Nash. Tbe Associa- 
tion has leased this land for five years, 
thereby enabling it to carry on outdoor gym- 
astics and athletics several months of the 
year. It will also afford a central, shady 
and retired place for the open air religious 
meetings daring the summer months, 

The flat roof in the rear of the old court 
room wil be covered over and furnished 
with settees, making a pleasant roof garden 
overlooking the athletic grounds, This will 
be connected with the grounds bya stair- 
way, so that members can pass directly 
from their exercise to the bath and dress- 
ing room, 

This acquisition will be welcomed by 
many of the athletically inclined young men 
of the city and will furnish a private ball 
ground for the junior members. The two 
rooms in the rear of the old court room 
will be utilized for bathing and dressing 
apartments, 

The gymnasium wil) have more floor 
space and isa better shape than the old 
one, but will not be high enough for much 
over head apparatus. The fact that the 
gymoasium can be used every evening 
without interfering with the class rooms 
will be a very w:l:ome change, for during 
the past three years in the old quarters 
members have only been allowed to use the 
“‘gym"’ two or three evenings each week, 
on account of the educational classes in the 
room below. 

It is proposed to take the room formerly 
used by Mr. Federhen for a reading room. 
The central location of the rooms will no 
doubt cause this department to be used 
more by the public than in former years. 
The room used at the present for a barber 
shop will be converted into a parlor, Be- 
tween the two will be a small office for the 
secretary, who will be able to see all who 
come into the room3, The two large 
reoms on the upper floor will be joined by 
double doors and utilized during the day 
for the junior department, and in the 
evening for the educational department. 
The walls and ceilings of the principal 
rooms will be tastefully papered and 
painted. 

Other improvements will no doubt be 
made next season, which for financial 
reasons cannot be made this year, 

The fact that the Association will make 
a saving of nearly three hundred dollars 
per year in rent is of itself a matter of 
congratulation. 

The Association is obliged to vacate the 
second floor of the street railroad building 
Aug. 1, but will continue to use the 
gymnasium and bath until Fall, by courtesy 
of the street railway company, who have 
purchased a part of the bathing and gym- 
nasium apparatus for the use of its em- 
ployes. 

A fine building or rooms do not assure a 
successfu! Association, but the work 
accomplished by the members is the correct 
criterion. The Quincy Association has 
demonstrated that it is something more 
than a social rendezvous for young men, by 
its practical educational and physical work, 
and there can be no doubt but that if it 
continues along these lines in the future as 
it has inthe past public spirited citizens 

| ‘o what those of other cities have 
done, Lawe!y, see to it that the Association 
has a home of its own suitable for an all 
round work, 

Gabric! A. Pelos, the successor of C. C. 
Mueller, wi! remove on Sept. 1 his barber 
shop to the rooms now occupied by George 
Ames the plumber, in the same building. 
The new quarters will be fitted up in first 
class manner; a new fluor will be laid, new 
plate glass windows put in, and all the 
woodwork painted white. He will also 
have city water and new furniture, and 
has ordered a new eight foot sign which 
will inform the public that itis the “ Y. 
M. C. A. hair dressing parlor.” Mr. 
Pelos has given evidence that be intends 
to conduct a first class barber shop, neat, 
clean and attractive, having fixed up his 
present quarters with good taste. By the 
leasing of the building to the Y. M. C. A. 
he is compelled to makea change, but 
it may be for the better. 


Gold Find Verified. 


The following letter clipping may be of 
interest to some Quincy friends of Capt. 
J. F. Higgins, he being a Quiucy born boy. 

San Diego, Cal., July 19,—An interes:- 
ing letter telling of the recent trip of tLe 
steamer Excelsior to Alaska has been 
written by Capt. J. F. Higgins of tle 
steamer to a friend in this city. He says: 

‘The word Klondyke means deer river, 
and is called Reindeer river on the charts. 
It empties into the Yukon 50 miles above 
the big river. The geographical position 
of the junction is 76 degrees 10 minutes 
north latitude, 138 degrees 50 minutes west 
longitude, Bonanza creek dumps into the 
Klondyke about two miles above the 
Yukon. Eldorado is a tributary of the 
Bonanzi. There are numerous other 
creeks and tributaries, the main river being 
300 miles long. The gold so far has been 
taken from Bonanza and Eldorado, both 
well named, for the richness of the placers 
is truly marvelous. Eldorado, 30 miles 
long, is staked the whole length, and as far 
as worked has paid. 

“One of our passengers who is taking 


of | $1,000,000 with him has worked 100 feet of 


his ground and refused $200,000 for the 
remainder, and confidently espects to 
clean up $400,000 and more. He has in 
a bottle $212 from one pan of dirt. His 
pay dirt, while being washed, averaged 
$250 an hour to each man shoveling in. 
Two others of our miners who worked 
their own claims cleaned up $6,000 from 
the day’s washing.”

The squadron arrived at Winthrop at a 
little after six o'clock. Commodore 
Leighton of the Winthrop Yacht clab 
immediately came along side of the flag 
ship and tendered the courtesies of the club 
house and floats to the visiting yachtsmen. 

As this was the day of the Winthrop 
Yacht club's grand open regatta the even- 
ing was a particularly brilliant culmination 
to the day's programme, there being a 
hop at the club house, illumination aud 
open house by a number of the Winthrop 
fleet.

Mount Mansfield, 


This wonderful mountain is said to have 
derived its name from two sources: First, 
in being situated in what was once the 
town of Mansfeld, in the state of Vermont, 
which town bas long since lost its identity 
by having been divided between several 
different towns and given mostly to tle 
township of Stowe. Second, because, with 
a little assistance of imagination, it rc- 
sembles the head snd face of an austere 
cll man, who seems to be lying prone upon 
his back, forever and ever gazing heaven- 
ward. 

Shorily after leaving Waterbury we 
recognized from the distant, frowning 
giant Green mountains, his eminence, 
Mansfield. Extremly imposing at that 
distance, upon nearer approach it was 
quite awe-inspiring, and filled me with 
anxiety as to whether it we could reach the 
great altitude in safety, but a glance at the 
unusually heavy harness and trappings in a 
measure assured me. 

After leaving the Green Mountain house 
at Stowe a pleasant drive of five miles 
brought us to the beginning of the ascent, 
to which there was no ending until we 
alighted from our carriage, 3,300 feet above 
the village of Stowe, and, when upon the 
chip, 4,457 feet above sea l:vel. Two 
miles and a half of the ascent was through 
a beautiful forest. During the other two 
and one-hslf miles you could, from the 
dizzy height, catch glimpses frequently 
through the trees, of cultivated valleys. 

The forehead of this striking profile is 
the southern peak. The middle peak, or 
nose, is 160 feet above the forehead. From 
the side of the nose, which could be seen 
from the hotel, to back around the nostril 
which was also in view, there were four 
profiles discernable. Near the point of the 
nose was the profile of a woman with 
gracef.lly-bowed head, as though in deep 
thought. Her nose proclaimed her a 
native of the Emerald Isle. Then two 
ordinary-looking men’s faces could be seen, 
and after that, nestling in the curve of the 
nostril, was the aboriginal face of a tooth- 
less crone—such as first history describes 
as applying the lighted torch to fagots 
surrounding captives at the stake. The 
chip, the highest peak, is 340 feet above 
the nose and isc: ll-:d the north peak. It 
is the highest of the whole Green Mountain 
range. From the chin the h'l’s and spires 
of Montreal may be seen. The whole of 
Lake Champlain, from Fort Ticonderoga 
to the extreme north, and Owl’s Head, on 
the shores of Lake Memphremagog. To 
the scuth look for Camel's Hump, 
Ascutney, Killington, and others of the 
Green Mountain range. Io short, I learned 
that on a clear day the view for a hundred 
miles in any direction is nearly un- 
obstructed. 

At the base of the chin to the north isa 
small body of clear water, called the Lake 
of the Clouds, and to the right of the path 
leading to the chin isthe Ice Cave. Our 
host at the Summit House told us that on 
the Fourth of July, 1894, a large party of 
tourists, with torches and facilities for 
cutting ice, penetrated far enough into the 
cave to procure a quantity of ice sufficient 
to wax melted maple sugar for the great 
bpumber of guests assembled. 

Why would it not be well for us who do 
not feel able to bear the draft of finance, 
or fatigue of distant travel, to take the 
little volume’ entitled ‘* Robinson's 
Wanderings in Switzerland,’’ and here, 
where are to be found the beetling clifts, 
caves and other accessories of Al pine travel 
in miniature, of course, when compared 
with those written by him and, as we read, 
let our imagination assist his knowledge 
and experience in bringing the wonders of 
more vast mountains of other lands to 
‘* Mahommet?”’ c.

An Eik Horn Fence. 


At Mammoth Hot Springs, in Ye low- 
ttone Park, says tie Kansas City Star, 
there is a fence made of elk horns. It 
incl ses the greater part of the grounds of 
photographer #. Jay Haynes’ studio. The 
fence is composed of over three hundred 
selected elk horns, Atl of them have 
twelve points, and a great many bave the 
roy: 1 fourteen points. They were shed in 
March, 1895, and were gathered in June of 
the same year by Mr. Haynes and three of 
his men, within aradius of ten miles of 
Mammoth Hot Springs and within four 
days’ time.

To Can Blackberries. 


To can blackberries allow a cup of sugar 
to two cups of water for every can of fruit. 
Let the syrup boil up over the fire for ten 
minutes, Fill cans with the fruit. Cover 
them with the syrup, which need not be 
cooled for this purpose, but may be used 
moderately warm, as the blackberry is not 
a very delicate fruit like the strawberry and 
the raspberry. Put on the covers of the 
jars witout the rubbers; or, in case the 
new patent jars are used, leave the vent 
Set the jars on a rack in warm water 
reaching up to their necks. There should 
be wisps of hay or cloths put between the 
jars to prevent them knocking together. 
Let the jars cook in this way for ten 
minutes after the water has begun to boil. 
Take them out, take off the covers and put 
on the rubbers. If the syrup around the 
fruit has been boiled down fill the cans up 
to the brim with more syrup. Screw on 
the covers as tightly as possible—or, in the 
case of the patent jars, close the vent 
when the jars are cool, tighten them again 
if they are screw jirs. Wrap them each in 
paper and set them away in a dark closet, 
where the temperature will nct rise above 
70 degrees, It is nct safe to keep any 
preserves above this temperature—though 
many do not suffer from it, Canned 
blackberries make very delicious pies and 
paddings,x—New York Tribune

To Restore Faded Writing, 


Faded ink in o!d parchments, documents, 
papers, etc., may be so restored as to 
render the writing quite legible.

The writing will immediately appear 
quite dark in color, and this, in the case of 
parchment, will be preserved.

Tree Tomatoes.

It is simply 
the ordinary plant, which, by growing 
only one shoot to each plant, and training 
it by tying toa stake or toa wall, may he 
grown 6 or even 10 feet long, and by pruu- 
ing will bear much and very fine fruit, 
while it is not injured by lying on the soil.

How to Eat Cucumbers. 


So many persons declare that they fod 
cucumbers unsafe to eat that one woman 
has made it her business to inquire of her 
acquaintances how they prepare the 
ingly harmless delicacy. She 
finds in nine cases out of ten where cucum- 


seem- 
says she 


bers have disagreed with healthy grown 
people, it has been because the vegetable 
was ruined before it was ready to be eaten. 
The cucumbers had been picked for several 
days, during which time they were kept in 
the cellar on the shelf or floor. Then they 
were peeled and sliced into salted water, 
and allowed to remain there for an hour or 
two, after that they were dressed with 
vinegar, in which they lay until ready to 
be eaten. By this time the salt-water and 
vinegar had converted the delicate esculent 
to the consistency and digestibility of 
thinly sliced leather. 

Cucumbers properly prepared are left on 
the ice until an hour before they are to 
be eaten. Then they must be 
sliced very thin, and thrown into water 
containing a large lump of ice, Just 
before they are needed, they should be 
removed from the water, drained for an 
instant in a colander, and sent to the table 
with bits of cracked ice sprinkled among 
the slices. They may French 
dressing of szlt, pepper, oil, 
poured over them just before eating. 
They are ruined if they stand for any 
length of time in the vinegar. Prepared 
in the right way, they will be found to be 
crisp, cold, and refreshing.

Tax Rate in Quincy. 


The Assessors have given the tax rate 
for 1897 at $18.30 on a thousand. It is very 
high, in fact, the highest Quincy has ever 
known. The rate is not much higher than 
in many large towns and cities; but the 
valuation in Quincy is excessive, which 
causes much grumbling. 

The rate in Weymouth is $20.30 on a 
thousand; in Stoughton $18; Braintree 
$18.80; Taunton $16.80; Milford $17; 
Holliston $22; Somervilie $17.30; Lynn 
$17.40; Natick $19.60. 

The Assessors are not to blame because 
the tax rate is high, for they do not ar- 
propriate any money, Their only duty 
is to assess the estates equally and justly 
for what they are worth; and decide what 
the rate must be to raise the amount 
required. 

The ecoeet appropriates the money 
to be raiséM-by taxation; and if they ap- 
propriate liberally then our taxes are 
heavy; if otherwise, then they are lighter. 
Therefore the%blame is with the city 
council and nct with the Assessors if our 
taxes are abominable. 

But there is one thing which we think 
the assessors are greatly to blame for, and 
that is of assessing propeity for more than 
it is worth; more than it will sell for. 
From five to twenty-five per cent. more 
than any one is willing to pay for it. 

They may say it is no more than it was 
taxed for last year, or the year before; but 
that seems a poor excuse. It is what it is 
worth in 1897; not what it would bring in 
1890, And we think it would be wise if 
there were any doubt as to what a piec3 of 
property is worth, to favor the estate. 
That is, if there is any donbt about 
the value of an estate, tax it for less than 
they think it will bing, instead of more, 
Throw the doubt in favor of the estate, 
instead of against it. 

If twc-thirds of the real estate in Quincy 
Were assessed at a lower valuation than it 
is today, it would, no doubt, be nearer 
what it would sell for. Much property will 

not sell readily for what it was taxed two 
or three years ago, Andif things continue 
as they have of late, many estates will 
not bring two years from now what they 
would today. 

But it will be said, and truly too, if you 
lower the valuation, the rate will be higher 
and your taxes will be in many instances 
jast about the same. That, we are willing 
to admit is true. But the Assessors wil! not 
be found fault with for taxing property 
for a good dea] more than it is worth. 

The blame will then fall on the City 
Couucil for appropriating so much money; 
and not on the Assessors, It isa common 
thing now to hear gentlemen speak harsh- 
ly of the Assessors, and there is certainly 
some reason for it. If a piece of property 
is taxed for one or two thousand dollars 
more than it will bring, the owners have 
some reason to complain. He does not 
know or care that his neighbor's property is 
assessed for more than what it is worth. 
At least, he does not think so. Let the

—The house-letter collection scheme is 
in operation in Brookline, Somerville, and 
Dorchester. 


—The pvor tenements in Boston pay 
their owners 20 to 80 per cent. of the in- 
vestment. The poor man buying flour by 
the eighth of a barrel pays $1.70 per barrel 
more than the regular price. Buying coal 
by the basket he pays $2.75 more than the 
market price per ton even if he gets an 
honest basket full. A $15 overcoat bought 
on the instalment plan costs $30 and other 
articles are in similar proportions, 


—An exchange reports a case where a 
youpg man purchased 2,000 extra fine 
cigars, and had them insured for their full 
value, smoked them up and demanded 
the insurance, claiming that they had been 
destroyed by fire. The case was taken to 
the court and the judge decided in favor of 
the young man. The insurance company 
then had the young man arrested for set- 
ting fire to his own property, and the same 
judge ordered that he pay a fine and go to 
jail for three moaths, 


ASSESSORS’ FIGURES. 


The tax rate of Quincy for 1897 is $18.80. 
It is a record breaker, as expected, yet few 
towns or cities with a much shorter history 
can say that their tax rate has never been 
as bigh. In Weymouth it is over $20 and 
in Brockton it promises to be over $20. 
The Brockton rate is higher than Quincy 
every year. Progressive cities must ex- 
pect to keep the wheels well greased, and 
so long as the money is economically and 
judiciously expended as in Quincy there 
will be but little complaint. Quincy is 
progressive. It is fast acquiring all that is 
required in modern life:—Water works, 
sewers, substantia! schoolhouses, public 
library building, good streets, etc., etc.

Fruit Dressing. The following is an 
excellent substitute for cream to eat on 
fresh fruits: Beat together the whites of 
two eggs, a level tablespoonful of sugar, a 
piece of butter the size of a hickory nut 
and one teaspoonful of corn starch.

—The pension bills continue to press 
sorely upon Congress. At last accounts, 
the number of applications was 1200 a 
day, and the nation now has a pension list 
of $150,000,000 per annum to satisfy 
claims which Generals Grant and Garfield 
declared could be met by an annual outlay 
of $40,000,000 —Boston Courier. 


—The Floating Hospital has become a 
permanent institution in connection with 
the benelicences of the peo} ls of Boston, 
and tie programme of at least four trips 
weekly, until the summer cl ses, will as- 
suredly be carried out in full for this year, 
at least. Few persons can properly esti-

THE LEVY, 
The levy of 1897 is considerable larger 
than ever. The total is $350,690 34 against 
$317,612 96 in 1896, $302,740 36 in 1895, 
$307,827.20 in 1894, $273,947.50 in 1893, 
-72 in 1892, and $206,542.60 in 
1891. The figures which make up the 
levies of this year and last year are given 
herewith, The only reduction is in the 
State tax.

THE TAX RATE. 


The tax rate of $18.80 is high for 
Quincy as will be seen by a summary of the 
tax rates for 106 years. During the 
seventy odd years of Quincy’s history up to 
1865, the rate of taxation never exceeded 
$10 per $1,000, but since the war with cne 
exception it has not been less than $10. 
The highest rate under a town government 
was in 1869, when the rate was $17 50, and 
it reached $17 only three times, averaging 
$14 to $15. During the last few years of 
the town government it increased rapidly, 
reaching $1670 in 1888 and would have 
gone to $20 had not Quincy become a city 
With the city came a limit to the amount 
which could be levied, and a debt was 
inevitable. This debt has been apportioned 
so careles:ly that $64,720 out of $306,335. 
of the public debt matured this year. Had 
only ten or twelve per cent. matured the 
rate this year would have been less than 
last year, The rates since 1865 have been:

MIDSUMMER STYLES. 

Quite as many or perhaps a greater 
number of untrimmed skirts are seep, as 
those having garniture. The latter styes 
are confined almost exclusively to thin 
fabrics, though such is the latitude now 
afforded that an occasional trimmed skirt 
of thick material, attracts no attention.

One boy 
got $30 for $12 worth of work because he 
was ‘related.’ There was lots of dead- 
wood, and I have simply cut it off.

They 
were poor, She tried her hand at tailoring, 
and with the money saved by secretly 
making a pair of trousers for her husband 
she paid for a year’s subscription to a 
weekly newspaper. 

Mrs, Livermore threw her whole heart 
and soul into measures for the relief of 
sick and wounded soldiers, and spent four 
years asa nurse in the Union army. Her 
intelectual greatness and nobility of 
character led her to rise from those thrill- 
ing experiences to become the best known 
woman of America, and opened the way to 
her phenomenal platform career, that has

BLUEBERRY MuFFINs. Beat one egg, 
and add to it two tablespoons sugar, butter 
the size of an egg, melt and add; then add 
one cup of milk and one and one-half cups 
of flour and one and one-half teaspoons of 
baking powder; add as many berries as you 
like. Bake in muftia pans, 


Ea@ PLANT. Peel the plant; cut it in| 
thin slices; strew salt between the slices. 
Let them remain 40 to 60 minutes. 
Parboil them five minutes. oll each slice 
in flour or corn meal. Fry to a perfect 
brown. 

CREAMED Corn. This is especially for 
those who cannot eat it from the cob. 
Score and scrape the corn from six eare of 
rawcorn, Pat the cobs into cold water 
just enough to keep them from burning 
and cook twenty minutes. Remove the 
cobs aud add the corn pulp to the water; 
there should be barely enough to moisten 
the corn, Let the pan stand back where 
it will keep hot but cannot burn. Stir it 
often, and when done add half a cup of 
cream, season to taste with salt, pepper 
and a bit of sugar and serve. 


MELON CREAM. Take two good-sized 
muskmelons and cut the meat in small 
pieces, Cover witha pound of powdered 
sugar and stand in a cool place for an hour, 
Place over the fire, and cook for five 
minutes, taking care it does not burn. 
Pass through a sieve, and when cold mix 
with a quart of cream, and freeze. 


PINEAPPLE PuppDING. Peel the pine- 
apple, being careful to remove a!l specks, 
and grate it. Take its weight in sugar and 
half its weight in butter, rub these to a 
cream, and stir them into the pineapple. 
Then add five eggs well beaten and a cup 
of cream. Line deep pie plates with a good 
crust, pourin the pineapple mixture and 
bake, or bake in a dish without crust.

Squantum Park. 


Some of the residents of Squantum look 
with disfavor upon any other name thap 
Squantum Head for the promontory at 
Squantaum, but would have no serious 
objection to Squantum Park for the public 
ground. 

The bistory of Squantum is very inter- 
esting. Upon the l:vel fields of the Titus 
farm on the East shore it is said the 
Apostle Eliot preached to the Indians, who 
came from miles around to listen t> him. 
Oo the small knoll covered with pines and 
cedars on the right of the road halfway to 
Squantuo, is the spot upon which Chicka- 
tawbut, the Sachem of the Massachusetts 
{ndians is said to have had his wigwam. 
This knoll called Moswetusket is in the 
shape of an Indian arrow head, and if 
viewed from a distance makes with tke 
beadlind of Squantum a perfect Iodian 
arrow. 

Avy one interested in the history of 
Squantum is urged to read Hon. Charles 
F, Adams’ “ Three Episodes of Massachu- 
setts History’’ Vol. I, pages 1 to 45, in 
which a full account of this interesting 
history is given. 

Mr. Adams says, after Myles Standish 
and his men, guided by the Indian Squante, 
landed at Squantum Head on Sept. 3%, 
1621. “The peninsula has always re- 
tained its original name perpetuating the 
memory of the Indian interpreter who 
guided the first party of Europeaus who 
set foot upon it. The name by some is 
said to be good, although the word itself 
wou ¢ seem to imply a god of wrath. But 
it is certain that Squantum has been 
koown by that name ever since the first 
European lived near it and that it practi- 
cally does perpetuate the memory of the 
Indian guide and not that of an Indian 
deity.” 


Did Not Employ Quincy Labor. 


The trouble that has been brewing be- 
tween the Sewer Commissioners and 
Messrs. Brine, the contractors of the 
Copeland street section of the sewer, came 
to a head last week Friday when the 
work was stopped for violation of the con- 
tract. 

The a'l-ged violation is that the cop- 
tractors were not employing citizens of 
Quincy upon the work. That out of the 
sixty or seventy men at work, buat very 
few were citizens of Quincy. 

When notified Messrs. Brine refused to 
comply with the order. 

Commissioner Knowlton was then noti- 
fied by the Sewer Commissioners that they 
would not be responsible for any more 
work done upon Copeland street. 

The next move was made on Saturday 
when Commissioner Knowlton served a 
notice upon Messrs. Brine not to open any 
more streets at their peril. 

The LEDGER announced Wednesday 
that the Sewer Commissioners had termir- 
ated their contract with Messrs Brine, the 
contractors on the Copeland street sewer, 
which was true, but since that time there 
has been another change and instead of 
the work being completed under the 
direction of the Commissioners it will be 
completed by Messrs. Brine who will 
resume work today or tomorrow. 

This tarn of affairs was brought about 
Wednesday ataconference between City 
Solicitor Blackmur, Mr. Brine, and his 
counsel, 

At the conclusion of the conference it 
was settled that Messrs. Brine should go 
on and complete his contract according to 
the terms of the contract, which is that he 
sha!! employ citizens of Quincy upon the 
work. He is however permitted t> employ 
a certain number of skilled men who shall 
not necessarily be citizens of Quincy. 

The whole trouble in this matter seems 
to be the question of what constitutes a 
citizen; or the interpretation of the word 
citizen, coupled with the interference of 
certain people evidently for political pur- 
poses, 

The opinion of business men in general 
is that the method of building the sewer as 
employed on Copeland street is a failure. 
They however agree, and believe that as 
far as possible preference should be given 
to citizens of Quincy, but to kt a contract 
and bind the contractor to employ none 
but citizens of Quincy places the con- 
tractor in an uncertain position. 


Smaltt Delegations. 


The basis of representation to the Dem 
ocratic conventions this fall, has been 
fixed at one delegate-at-large for each city 
and town and each ward of a city, and 
one additional delegate for each 100 votes 
or majority fractions! part thereof cast in 
the year 1896 for the electors for the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for President. The 
basis of representation will be the same 
for delegates to the councillor, county, 
senatorial and representative conventions. 

Based on the votes for Messrs, Marshe!! 
and Kenny, the regular Democratic candi- 
dates for electors at large last year the 
number of Quincy delegates will be four- 
teen as follows:

It isa singular fact that Wards Three 
and Four will have the same number of 
delegates, although the West Quincy ward 
catt nearly twice as many votes, but the 
fraction in Ward Three is just over a 
majority, and in Ward Four jast under a 
majority. The vote of the Willaston ward 
does not entitle her to any delegate, but 
each ward is given one; so Ward Five 
with 89 votes will have one delegate, while 
Ward Six with 63 votes, Ward Oae with 
72 and Ward Two with 113 will have two 
each, 

The democratic caucuses will be held in 
Quincy either Sept. 15 or 16, except for 
the choice of Representative di legates 
which will be on Oct. 5 or 6,

Electrics to Squantum. 


The opening of the new street railway 
extension Saturday from Atlantic to 
Squantum marked the complation of an- 
other link in the street railway history of 
Quincy. One that in the near future is 
destined to become an important factor in 
the upbuilding of our city. 

It was a few minutes past 2 o'clock when 
one of the fifteen-seat open cars left City 
Square for Squantum leading the pro- 
cession of three cars, 

In this car was Brown's Brigade band, 
the officers of the Street Rail way Company, 
Councilman Packard, Chief of Pclice 
Hayden, a representative of the LepGEeR 
and two policemen, Officers George A. 
McKay and George Cameron. There 
were also one or two gentlemen from out 
of town. 

Arriving at the Atlantic depot Mr. N. V. 
Titus and others boarded the first car 
while the second was soon filled with 
youngsters. The third car was a special 
car and had been chartered by a party of 
fifty or more Atlantic ladies, 

Ex-Councilman Harry W. Reed arrived 
on a train just as the start was about to be 
made from Atlantic, but although invited 
and urged to ride absolutely refused. Mrs. 
Carver however was noticed among the 
party of Atlantic ladies, 

The band kept up an almost constant 
round of music during the trip. As the 
car reached Gurney’s corner the bell on 
the Memorial church rang out its joyous 
greeting, and asthe car entered Billings 
Street asmal cannon at the residence of 
ex-Councilman Roger H. Wilde boomed 
forth, There were also some decorations 
along the line and cheer after cheer was 
given during the trip. 

Arriving at Sqauntum the band gave a 
concert during the afternoon and as 
regular trips between Atlantic were then 
established, crowds enjoyed the trolley ride 
during the afternoon and evening. 

In the evening Brown’s Brigade band 
was located on Squaw Rock, and the We;y- 
mou‘h band near the Myles Standish cairn, 
and some excellent music was given. The 
park was illumioated by numerous electric 
lights supplied by a current from the 
trolley wire, and there were fireworks, bop- 
fires, etc., during the evening. 

Most perfect order was kept throughout 
afternoon and evening and the police had 
but little to do other than to enjoy the fun 
with the others. 

Everybody was more than pleased with 
Squantum and it was very evident that this 
spot will soon regain its former popolarity. 

On Sunday it was a popular trip for 
many and others who have heard much of 
Squantum, but have never been able to get 
there, will go through as soon as possible. 

fquantum's Beauty, 

There is today no more attractive spot 
in Quincy, or one that bas more natural 
beauties than Squantum and now that it 
has been placed in touch with the world 
by the completion of a street railway line, 
it will not be long before it will become 
the Mecca of many pleasure seekers, 

Up to today the only method of reaching 
this spot, which is situated in the extreme 
northern part of Quincy, has been by a 
long tramp across the causeway, or an 
expensive ride in a public carriage, there- 
fore it has been visited by comparatively 
few of Quincy's present population. 

One of the largest estates is the summer 
bome of Mrs. George F. Burkhardt, a large 
square house upon the hill top in one of 
the most sightly spots. It is the one that is 
prominently seen from A'lantic. 

A little to the north on the side hill is 
the fine old residence of Mr. Nelson V. 
Titus to whose enterprising spirit Squantum 
owes much of it success today. The resi- 
dence is near the water’s edge and is an 
ideal summer home, 

But a short distance away is the Myles 
Standish cairn, which was erected chiefly 
through the instrumentality of Mrs. Titus. 
It is an object of interest. 

The northerly promontory of Squantum 
is owned by the city of Boston, and as it is 
dotted with trees it is a most beautiful 
natural park, Ever since this bas been 
owned by the city of Boston it has been 
closed to the general public, but hereafter 
will be opened to the public, and in the 
near future this park will doubtless pass 
into the control of the Metropolitan Park 
Commissioners. 

At the right of this park is a long and 
beautiful driveway, or it might be called 
a boulevard, which terminates at the gate- 
house of the Metropolitan sewer and 
although thousands of gallons of sewage 
are emptied into the ocean daily at this 
point itis in no way perceptible, as it is 
carried out to sea. 7 

Years ago, the old Squantum Hotel, 
which is now on the city of Boston’s 
property, was quite famous as a picnic 
resort and the Sunday Schools of Quincy 
and adjoining towns held their annual 
outings there. Shore dinners and clam- 
bakes were features of the place, while 
boatmen reaped quite a harvest taking 
sailing parties on the Neponset river. 

lt is said that history repeats itself, and 
it looks now as though many of the scenes 
and incidents of years ago were to be 
again enacted. 

If Squat tum is called a beautiful spot in 
day-time, it is much more so in the ever- 
ing, especially upon a moonlight night 
such as we are having now, and the view 
of old ocean by moonlight from near the 
Mj les Standish cairn is beyond description. 

Way over to the right the tumber 
flashed at half-minute intervals by grim 
old Minot’s is plainly seen, while as the 
eye makes a circuit of the horizon, the 
lights along Nantasket’s shores come iato 
view, and as we follow on Hull, Deer 
Island and Boston lights appear. 

Over toward South Boston the long 
row of bright lights on Marine Park 
appears, and in the distance are like one 
continuous row of light. But all these 
must be seen to be fully appreciated. 

It is but a short time ago that there was 
considerable talk of annexing Squantum to 
Boston and one of the plans brought 
forward at that time was the building of a 
bridge across the river to Neponset but 
now that a street railway line has been 
constructed it is doubtful if anything more 
is heard of the annexation questiun or the 
bridge across the river. 


Travelling 100 Years Ago. 


The opening of the extension of the 
Street railway from Atlantic to Squantum 
today recalls a part of Pattee’s history of 
Quincy, published at the Patriot office, 
which reads: 

“The means of travel and transporta- 
tion of merchandise to and from Boston 
and other j laces at the time of incorpors- 
tion of Quincy in 1792 were very limited. 
Those living on the sea-coast usnally went 
by water; others, living more inland, slung 
their panniers across their backs and ac- 
complished their journey on foot; while the 
more wealthy, or those able to own horses, 
either travelled on horseback or in their 
carriages. There were in the town about a 
dozen onc-horse chaises, cumbrous and an- 
tiquated in their construction and me- 
chanical execution. We have heard elderly 
peop’e relate how they used to sling their 
panniers across their horse’s back or their 
own shoulders, and fill them with boots, 
shoes, or other merchandise, and travel off 
to Boston, and there exchange their goods 
for groceries or housekeeping materials, 
and return home the same day. Some 
quarter of a century after this, stage- 
coaches and omnibusses were established.’’ 

The roads 105 years ago were few and 


direction; then turned at a right angle, 
crossed the brook’ and went up the hill 
on the ridge the easterly side of the turn- 
pike, where the remains of said road may 
still be seen; then crossed to the westerly 
side, passing over the land on which the 
house of John Chamberlin on Hancock 
street, now stands; then turned a right 
avgle near where the Horse Railroad 
stables formerly stood; thence passing in a 
straight course towards the Bay until it 
came to Mr. Quincy’s land; then turning 
a right angl; again, passing by Mr. Quio- 
cy’s gate, and crossing the turnpike, 
passed the northeast end of the swamp, 
crossing Stand Brook and passing the 
house of Dr. Wilson, which has been 
taken down, but was located nearly op- 
posite the house of Thomas F. Fenno, 
near the swamp, and also the house of 
the late John Glover; then came into 
the road leading from Squantum to Mil- 
ton. 

In 1792, says Pattee’s history, scarcely 
1500 people travelled to and from Boston 
ina year. Now our street railway carries 
more than that number every day. 

An interesting chapter might be written 
on early ferries across the Neponset river, 
but that will be reserved for another time. 

The Neponset Bridge corporation was 
incorporated in 1802, and in 1803 a new 
charter was obtained. The Neponset 
turnpike and bridge were built in 1803 at a 
cost of $34,000, and netted $145,272 up to 
1842. In 1845 the Old Colony railroad was 
opened and seriously i:tsrferred with the 
profits of the Turnpike corporation. In 
1857 the turnpike became a free street. 

The history of street railways in Quincy 
dates from 1861, when the Quincy Horse 
Railroad was incorporated, and a line was 
constructed from tbe foot of Penn's hill 
to Field’s Corner, connecting there with 
the Metropolitan railroad of Boston. This 
was considered a cheap and pleasant 
mithod of conveyance, and a great cor- 
venience in getting to various parts of the 
town on the line of the road. The road 
was a success financially until it purchased 
two ttsam or dummy engines st great 
expense. These proved successful as far 
as locomotion was concerned, but the 
expense of operating was so much greater 
that they were abandoned. The company 
became embarassed and the road was dis- 
continued; the stable opposite Merry 
Mount park was burned later. 

For the next twenty odd years street 
railway history in Quincy was a blank, but 
in 1888 the Quincy strect railway was in- 
corporated. It was soon absorbed by the 
Quincy & Boston street railway established 
soon after, which is pow a big system

About one hour was spent in keeping 
the waiters busy in bringing forward the 
many excellent dishes served at this 
excellent hotel. Then came the speeches. 

President James Thompson presided. 
He alluded t» the depression that had 
borne heavily on the granite business for 
tke past three years, but was confident that 
the members were soon to see better times. 
Business in many branches had already 
started; but the monumectsl granite 
business was one of the last to receive the 
revival that has commenced, A fine 
granite monument was a kind of luxury 
that many indulged in only when the times 
were good and money plenty. But the 
indications of prosperity are on every hand, 
and many are beginning to reap the fruits 
of their labor. The increase in duty on 
manufactured granite of about twenty-five 
per cent., provided in the Dingley bill, will 
be of great benefit to the granite business 
in New Eugland; and we, members of this 
Association are deeply indebted to our 
townsman, Hon. John Shaw, for his 
ability and untiring zeal in securing this 
increase in the tariff. It gives me, in be- 
half of its members, great pleasure today to 
present t> our distinguished guest these 
resolutions adopted by the Association. 

Atthis point Mr. T. F. Burke, one of 
the tariff committee, removed a veil that 
covered the handsomely framed resolutions 
that hung on the wa'! back of the speaker's 
chair, They were most artistically er- 
graved with a pen by a Boston artist, who 
spent many days on the work; and now 
for the first time presented to view. The 
work was most elegantly done and was a 
great surprise to M-. Shaw and the 
members generally. 

The distinguished guest most feelingly 
responded. ‘The gift was a surpriseto him, 
but it would be carefully cherished, and he 
heartily thanked the members of the 
Quincy Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
for it. His labors had not been particu- 
larly for the granite industry alone, but 
for the good of the country generally. He 
believed and hoped all citizens would be 
benefited by the Dingley tariff; that was 
what he had labored for.

More Sewer Basins, 


The Herald sags, it is expected that work 
will be started on the new sewer storage 
basins at Moon island early in September. 
There will be four, covering about five acres, 
and having a capacity of 25,000,000 gal- 
lons, and will be a duplicate of the present 
reservoir, of four basins, which, when con- 
structed in 1884, was so arranged that this 
contemplated extension could be readily 
made on the south side. The retaining 
walls are 17} feet high, and nearly eight 
feet thick at the base. The floor consists 
of a bed of concrete nine inches thick. 

Al the borings, some 25, have been 
made. The top course shows a little mud 
and coarse grave; at eight feet, three 
inches of yellow sand, with a little gravel; 
11} feet, fine yellow sand; i4 feet, yellow 
clay, with a little sand; 17 feet, clay, gravel 
and sand; 24 feet, sand and a lit!le gravel.

River Improvement. 


The dredger employed in excavating the 
channel of Town river is now located off 
Johnson’s wharf. The channel will be 
about 60 feet wide at the completion of 
the work, and there will be about four feet 
of water at low tide. The iatention is 
now to continue the work as far as 
Brackett’s wharf, and at that point the 
work must cease, as the appropriation 
voted by Congress is not sufficient to com- 
plete the work according to the original 
plans. 


Mr. Johnson intends to extend his 


depth of water, and thus be able to receive 
vessels of greater draught and tonnage. 


Congress may yet vo'e an additional sum 
that the work now begun may be com- 
pleted as the original survey and recom- 
mendation intended. Mr. Frank S. Patch, 
the wel!-known coal man, has purchased 
considerable marsh land near Brackett's 
wharf and it is stated that he w.li build 
wharves on the property. 


Teamster Killed,

Quinn formerly lived with his mother at 
West Quincy, but she moved a short time 
ago to Barre, Vt, since which time he has 
boarded with Mr. Loud. He had a day off 
Mouday and went to Boston. It is sup- 
posed that he was stealing a ride on the 
dray when he fell off and the wheels 
passed over his body. When taken to the 
hospital it was found that he had sustained 
fractures cf the right leg and shoulder and 
that the chest and severe! ribs were badly 
crushed, 

The accident happened on Charles street 
at 2 40 and Quinn died three hours later,

The School Committee forwarded a com- 
munication calling attention of the Council 
to the fact that Commissioner bad not 
repaired the trusses at the High school 
building as yet and that it was impo:tant 
that this matter should be attended to 
during vacation. To Executive depart-

Petitions. 


The Quincy Electric Light & Power Co, 
petitioned for a location for twenty poles 
on Whitwell street. To Committee on 
Streets, 

Object to Street Railway. 

A petition was received from Horace 
F, Spear remonstrating against the loca- 
tion of street railway track on Adams 
street. A similiar petition was also re- 
ceived from citizens of Ward Five, which 
expressed a preference for tracks in the 
centre of Farrington street, if upon that 
street. 

A letter from ex-Mayor Cha:les H. 
Porter to Councilman Anderson against 
the Adams street location, was also read. 

‘These were referred to thé Committee on 
Streets, 

Several petitions for minor licenses were 
received and referred. 

Wollaston’s Trouble. 

A petition was received from citizens of 
Wollaston that the Mayor be requested 
under chapter 112 to make formal com- 
plaint to the Railroad Commissioners in 
relation to the fence at the Wollaston 
station of the N. Y.,N. H. & H.R.R, 
and ask a hearing. 

This was laid on the table until later in 
the evening when Councilman Pinkham 
offered an order that the Mayor be re- 
quested to apply to the Railroad Com- 
missioners to have them make an examina- 
tion of the Wollaston station and to give 
the citizens a public hearing at as early a 
date as possible in the Council chamber. 
Adopted. 

The Reports of Committees. 

The Committee on Streets reported ought 
to pass an order granting the New England 
Telephone Co, a location for one pole on 
Hancock street near beach street, Passed 
to be ordained under suspension of the 
rules, 

The Committee on State Aid reported au 
order granting Christopher Cheever $4 per 
month. Adopted. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
favorable on a number of petitions for 
licenses which were granted, 


Brook Street Extension, 


The Finance Committee reported ought 
not to pass in its present form, on the order 
extending Brook street under the railroad 
tracks and the widening of Beale street. 

Councilman Pinkham said that this was 
because the order involved a liability with- 
out appropriating money to meet it. 

Report laid on the table. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
ought to pass, with slight amendments as 
to notes, an order appropriating $1000 
laying out Faxon road. 

Councilman Poland asked if $1000 was 
suflicient. 

Councilman Nickerson said it was. 

Councilman Poland said the street 
runs through the centre of a valuable lot 
and takes about 4000 feet of the 5000 feet 
in the lot and he did not think the amount 
sufficient. 

Councilman Nickerson’s explanation 
that the lotto be purchased was not on 
Billings road was satisfactory and order 
was passed, 

Quincy Avenue Location. 


The Committee on Streets reported an 
order grarting the street railway location 
on Quincy avenue from the junction of 
Hancock and E!m streets to the Braintree 
line. 

The order provided that a girder rail 
shall be used between Hancock street and 
New road and a T raii beyond that point; 
that the tracks shall be in the centre of the 
street to that point, and on the west side 
for the balance of the distance. Ordered to 
second reading. 


Old Locations. 


Councilman Anderson offered an order 
‘fora public hearing Wednesday, Sept. 1, 
on the question of altering the following 
locations granted the street railway by the 
Selectmen of Quincy, Feb. 7, 1888: 

On Adams street from Robertson street 
to Beale street, along the southerly side; 
Beale strect from Adams street to Farring- 
ton street, along the vortherly side; Far- 
rington street from Beale street to 
Squantum street, along the easterly side; 
Squantum street from Farrington strect to 
Hancock street, along the southerly side. 
Also, the location beginving at the inter- 
section of Beale street with Farrington 
street and running along the northerly side 
of Beale street to Newport avenue thence 
along the easterly side of Newport avenue 
to Adams street, thence zlong the easterly 
side of Adams street to the point of con- 
nection on Hancock street. 

The order was adopted. 

Councilman Anderson moved that when 
the Council adjourn it be until Wednes- 
day, Sept. 1. Voted. 

Councilman Sidelinger offered an order 
transferring the victualler’s license of M. 
R. Sparrow from Beach street to the 
corner of Beale street and Old Colony 
avenue. Adopted.

It is difficult for one used to ordinary 
rainfall to comprehend the extent to which 
precipitation falls the of 
Oregan, At Bandon, in January, the rain 
fall was IS} inches, sufficient in a single 
month to moisten for a year the earth and 
bring forth bounteous crops on the rich 
arabls lands of Washington. 
Daring 1895 the raiafall at one point in 
Tillamook County was more than nine 
feet. In other words, if it had been 
caught and retained on a lavel, it would 
have converted the country there into a 
vast deep lake. 

This heavy rainfall extends northward 
along the coast into Alaska, and at some 
points in that Territory the precipitation is 
said to be practically continuous. The 
skies are forever weeping, and the moun

tains are eterna ly swathed in mists and 
clouds, Asa consequence, the trails are 
never entirely dry, and the jungle of the 
forests is impenetrable. 

Notwithstanding the heavy rainfall at 
points on the west coast of Oregon and 
Washington, the people living there like 
the climate. While the precipitation is 
generally much heavier there than upon 
this side of the Ceast and Cascade Moun- 
tains, the extreme rainfall is experienced 
in spcts only. Asarule, they have along 
the coast three or four times the precipita 
tion we experience in this section, Back 
of the Coast Range of mountains the rain- 
fall is loss, and coming back of the Cas- 
cades it shows even a more marked 
decrease.—Spokane Spokesman.

There is s difference of opinion between 
certain members of the City Council and 
the street railway as to just what the 
words, * To point of connection,” as used 
in the locations granted by the selectmen 
in 1888 and now being built upon by the 
street railway means, 

Io that grant the vole in re’'ation to the 
line through Squantum, Farrington street, 
etc. reads: ‘‘Thence along Squantum street 
to point of connection upon Hancock 
street.”” 

At that tlme the tracks on Hancock 
street opposite Squantum street were ov 
the west side of the street. Since then 
the location has been changed and the 
opinion of certain members of the Council 
is that the street railway have a right to 
connect with the side of Hancock street 
at the above point but have no right to go 
to the centre of Hancock street to connect 
the tracks, 

If this is trae then there is a few feet 
over which the railroad can not build with- 
out the Council vole t» grant the ocation 
over this point. 

Oo the other hand the railroad claims 
that inasmuch as the original grant reads 
to point of connection on Haucovk street 
but does not state whetber that point of 
connection sha!l be on the west or east 
side, or the centre of the street at this

Claims Damages. 


Mention has been made in the PATRIOT 
of wells running dry during the con- 
struction of the sewer on the Newcomb 
street extension, and now it seems that 
Henry H. Faxon will claim damages 
for loss of water at the wells and too much 
water upon his lands. He has written 
letters to Mayor Adams, Commissioner 
Knowlton, and also to the Board of Sewer 
Commissioners, reading as follows : 

Quincy, Aug, 30, 1897. 
the Sewer Commissionerz, Quincy, 
Mass. 

GENTLEMEN: This is to notify you 
that for any damages arising from the 
pumping of water upon my land, in the 
construction of the sewer, and indirectly 
draining the wells upon my estates in that 
vicinity, I shall hold the city responsible. 


Respectfully yours, 
Henry H, Faxon.

An investigation shows that several wells 
have run dry, which were never dry before, 
and some of these are a long distance from 
the work on the sewer, those at the old 
Spear farm at the corner of Canal and 
Brackett streets, at the residence of Mr. 
Cook on Canal street, and at the Wheble 
estate on Field street. 

The work on the Newcomb street exteu- 
sion is practically completed, but an engine} 
is still at work night and day near the 
foot of Faxon avenue. It has been pump- 
ing from 600 to 800 gallons per minute, as 
much as the average daly consumption of 
the entire city during some months last 
year, as shown by the Water Depaitment 
figures. 

Most of this water when pumped flows 
upon the low lands cf Mr. Faxon off Cod- 
dington street and he cliims the meadow 
is damaged, and the culvert under Coddir 
ton street has been blocked, and it is possi- 
ble there may be in winter good skating on 
“*the ditches "’ as xears ago. 

Mr. Faxon says4hat damages have been 
recovered under similar circumstances in 
other cities, and does not seem to worry 
over what has been done. If the water 
comes back into the wells his claim cannot, 
however, be very large. 

Engineer Brauch when seen in regard to 
whether it was the custom for cities when 
building sewers to pay damages because of 
the drying up wells and for pumping water 
onto property, said that there was a legal 
point as to whether or no were 
liable, but it was a fact tuat there were 
cases where damages bad been paid, and 
eases where damages had vot been paid.

in Weymouth. 

The shooting box is built on a point of 
land which jats into the water from the 
Lovell’s Corner shore, commanding an 
unobstructed view of the whole pond 
This sheet of water, which is one of the 
largest in the county, is a famous resort 
for wild geese and other water fow! when 
they are on their semi-annual migrations. 
For years this pond has been guoned by 
strangers as well as by natives. President 
Bryant is an ardent sportsman. 


on 


Recently 
he has obtained control by purchase and 
Jease of a large part of the land which 
surrounds this pond. 

It is upon this land that the ledge is 
located from which the stone for the 
ashler work of the new Weymouth High 
school is ‘being (iken, The ledge is over 
400 feet long, 300 feet wide and indications 
are that a fiue front of 75 feet deep can be 
worked. The stone is not light enough to 
dazzle the eye nor dark and gloomy. It 
works well and is apparently susceptible of 
a bigh finish. 

One of the curious ledge formations on 
this property is a huge bowlder appro 
priately called “* Touse Rock.” It is of 
granite formation and of about the size of 
an ordinary two anda half story dwelling 
house. Through its centre is a cleft about 
eighteen inches wide, thirty feet high and 
extending through the rocks for a distance 
of something like 65 feet, terminating in a 
sort of a wel!. Access to the top of the 
rock is gained by some scrabbling and hard 
climbing on the part of the tyro who is 
taking the 331 degree, as each member of 
Sportsmen’s club bad to do ov Saturday. 

The shooting box itself is a picturesque, 
low studded, one story building 3O feet by 
14 fect in siza, stained a moss green to 
harmonize with the surrounding foliage 
[t is surrounded by the customary low, 
tight board as surrounds al!
